The first reason is that tho weeds 
have Hiicli a start and are growing 
so rapidlj' that in a few days may' 
he so large tliat they cannot he cut 
witli a cultivator and will he very 
difficult to hoc. 

TheK 0 (!ond reason is that tliey 
will soon shadt' the hctHs in sonn* 
fields and they not oidy retard the 
giowth of the beets, hut use up the 
lundcd plant food. Wanntli and 
heat liave been lacking this 
year and should he eiicor.'iged now. 

I he l>eet is like a steam boiler, 
without heat or internal (*onihus- 
tion tliore is no ac.’tioii or hurning 
in the plants food cells and very’ 
little growth i s made. Warm 
th(.‘ni lip by deep cultivation and 
by keeping tho weeds down. 

The third and perhaps nio.st seri¬ 
ous reason for imediato cleaning hy 
lusdiig and cultivating is that tho 
Web Worm Moths are laydiig tlieir 
eggs now in Pig Weeds, Russian 
Thistle and olher weed.s that arc 
in tlie lieet fiebls. These eggs will 
coinmc'ie e to hat(*h within the nexl 
t\>o weeks and tlie worms will go 
from the wcimIh out onto the heels 
If the fields are cleaned now tiiu l 
hulk of the eggs will he laid on the 
weeds along the fences, ditch hanks 
etc., as moths prefer I'ig Wt‘ed an<l

Helps tke Farmer to Meet 
Highest Measure of Success 


Krcn Ai Uil.i lat« farmers are 
•tin to bo founib li»Te and lliorc, 
who lidlnulo tlm Moa that rnllpfio 
conrsos In agriculture, or higher 
educjitton In gonoral, cun bonoflt the 
farming Industry. They decry the 
Invontigniloii of sriontiflc meihude 
and the nppllcallon of tlm^e Ui rurm- 
Ing quosttons and probhisns. Ihjt. 
apart altopcthor from the fact that 
hlgticr udncatlou opens the door to 
Intclh-ctuui onjoynipiita Invaluable 
to every Irnltvldtiul man and 
wontan, It Is worth while eiaroltilnii 
the alttiullon from the lower stand' 
point of tiollara and cents. I'resl 
dont (llenn Frank, of tho L’nlversl 
ly of Wisconsin, who has been In 
veatlputlng the matter, asks whether 
U pays the boy who wants to be a 
fanner to gy to school, and presents 
varlnuH facts he has unearlhod that 
arrest nttenlloo. He ineniluns tliat 
no less (iian twelve agricultural 
states in the Itoptiblir have made aur 
veys for the purpose of tracing Just 
what c-ffect common school, high 
school and college training has upon 
tho earning capacity of the farmer. 

In Texas It was discovored that an 
uneducated farmer might earn |20. 
000 in forty yeaiH, while a farmer who 
ei>cnt twelve of thi» forty years lii 
school might earn $10,000 In the sumo 
periotl. That Is to bay, the farmer 
who s|»ent twelve years In school will 
earn $30,000 nioie In forty in years 
than the fanner who never wont to 
school. In the iwelvo years the Tex 
ns lad will have spent 2.160 days lii 
bcIkmiI Tliesf! 2,160 days In bcIhkiI 
will net him $ 20,000 hy the <*ud of 
forty years, or an average of about 
$9.2li a day for every day spent In 
school. N(»t bad wages! President 
Frank conimeuts. 

In (leorgia It was discovered that 
tbe annual net profit of tho uueducal 
ed farmer l.s al*oul $240. while the 
annual net pioUt of the farmer with 
a common scloml education Is $06r>u0; 
the annual net tu'oflt of the fat*notr 
witii a high Bcliool cdut'atloii la 
$661.60. while tho annual net profit of 
the farmer who has completed an 
agricultural colhge courHO la $1,361 

Wlscon8ln*a experience showed 
that farmers with a high schnol 
education acquired tho ownership 
of tluir farms In about seven years. 
Hut farmers with only a common 
sclioul «>ducution took about ten 
years to acquire a clear title to 
their lands. Indiana. Illtiiols. Iowa 
and KaiiKaH had the same story to 
toll. In all (heso slaUs, and whether 
la owner or tenant class, the better 
cducsfltMl farmerH were earning ihu 
higher Incomes. .

Dcaplto tho delay In soodlng cau.sod 
by backward weather tho Wostorn 
' crop ontbmk becomes more oncourng 
Ing with thfl passing of time A 
recent roiKirt from Winnipeg statoil 
that the acreage sown to wlieat this 
year was placed at 17.300,000, as 
compared with 21.000.(d>0 acres last 
year, but that the hirxest may equal 
the bumper crop lakan In 1915 from 
13,000,000 acres. ^ T*ie decMne from 
1026 In acreage Is not all lost, how 
ever, as much of tlitj land not pul 
Into wheat U being used for coarse 
grains. 

All>erla hsx not suffered like tho 
two other rralrlo Frovloces. So far, 
a record crop la being talked of there. 
Growth la lu-oceeding .lormally In 
both Saakstchowan and Manitoba, 
and the reduced acreage Is not cans 
Ing unqimlincd dUsatlsfartlon. The 
SaRkalchewnu Farmer points out that 
prevailing conditions will give the 
fanners an opportunity to put up a 
good fight this year against weeds, 
which are becoming an evergreater 
problem, while them will bo more 
Kiunnier fallowing and intertlllngu 
than URunl. Ilesldes this, the excea- 
rIvo moisture has helmed out the 
grnsB and provided badly needed for¬ 
age for dairy catUo. 

Apparently there U ample reason 
for looking forward to a good harvest 
from tho West on the whole.—Tor¬ 
onto Globe.

Food Supply In Future 

Klcclrlclty has been hailed aa a 
great lK>on to the farmer. It would 
not only lfghtf*n his .darkness but 
would also do a lot of the mental 
W'ork known a.f "choren** and play a 
part In large operations sucli as field 
work. Henco it would help to solve 
the problr.m of keeping sons and 
daughters on the land Uut It works 
the other way too. Synthetic fowl 
is not an InipoRslhllity of ttio future. 
At tho annual meeting of the Nation 
al Klcctrlc Assoctatlnn In Atlantic 
City. L. A. Hawkins, an engineer of 
tho research laboratory of the General 
Electric Company, predicted that 
food factories may stipcrsedo Iho 
farm. He explained that the dovol- 
opment of the high power cathodo 
ray tub© has given us a new tool of 
tremendous power whoso po.sslbllltles 
aro not yot determined. It will turn 
tooRo In the air huge armies of high 
velocity electrons, and ono of them 
alone has an electron output equal to 
that of two or three Ions of radium 
We know already that It Is capable of 
producing now chonilcal reactions 
Borne of w’hich may prove to have 
great comim*rclal possibilities. 

“Keccnily It lias been found," said 
Mr. Ilawkns, "that certain vitamins, 
nt least, may bo produced. lack 

ing In tho vitamin ncccsaary for pre¬ 
vention of rickets may bo made anti¬ 
rachitic by raying with ultra violet or 
cathodo rays. Tho food factory may 
supersede the farm, oven as the wool¬ 
len mill has Burpassed the spinning 
wheel, and mechanical refrigeration 
Is superseding natural lew Klectrlclty 
not only will turn the wherds of Indus¬ 
try, lighten houses and provide heat 
but It also will purvey health In tho 
form of ultra-violet baths, furnish tho 
food supply, perhaps, and provide 
other and aa yet undreamed- of ways 
of health, wealth and happiness."
